As was to be expected, the Common 


Pleas Court room was crowded Wed- 
nesday morn;:;;-, when Jaiis'.' W. E. 
Weygandt or \Voosier took his place 
on the bench, and Bailiff Legge open- 
ed court. The reason for the intense 
interest was the announced fact that 
he court would hear arguments on the 
motion for a new trial, which had been 
filed last Saturday by Attorneys S. L. 
James and L. C. Russell for William 
McKinley. who last week was found 
guilty of manslaughter by a jury in 
connection with ihe lynching of Carl 
Etherington. 


The interest could better and more 


appropriately be called a morbid curi- 
osity, and was evidenced by even min- 
isters of the gospel. 


The defendant's wife was in 
her 


usual place early, and awaited the ar- 
rival of her husband, who came in a 
little late, escorted by Deputy Sheriff 
Taylor. 


Attorney William H. 
Miller, 
who 


came to Newark Tuesday 
afternoon, 


was at the counsel table, and 
was 


shortly after joined by prosecutor Phi! 
B. Smythe. 


Mr. S. L. James opened for the de- 


fense. 
He said: "I did not come here 


to present any long argument on this 
motion for a new tria!, but simply to 
lay before your honor, parts of the 
motion itself which are almost self- 
explanatory.

Authorities were also cited in sup- 


port of this view of the case. 


Mr. James said also, that a learned 


judge of the Supreme court of Ohio 
had handed down his opinion that a 
judge sitting in a case wherein a high- 
er degree of crime was charged, be- 
came quasi counsel for the prisoner. 
and appealed to the 
court 
to 
al- 


low no oversight on the part of himself 
or co-counsel, to work harm to the de- 
fendant. McKinley. 


The attorney also claimed that the 


state absolutely fa-led to prove that 
a conspiracy had been formed to do 
an unlawful act and that McKinley 
was connected with this 
conspiracy 


and had a criminal intent, and there- 
fore at that point the verdict was not 
Fiipported by the evidence. Also, that 
there was no evidence which connected 
McKinloy with any acts leading up to 
Etherington 's lynching, in such 
a 


manner that he could be convicted as 
an aider or abettor, as 
there was 


shown no motive or criminal intent on 
McKinley '« part, nor any overt acts of 
his which contributed to Etherington "s 
allesred murder. 


Judge Weygandt said he did not 


wish to hear from counsel 
for

ly began to give his ruling on the 
question.

REBELS CLAIM VICTORY 


Leader of Revolutionists Sends to 


El Paso for a Square 


Meal. 


E! Paso, Tex., Feb. S.—The first 


of 
Juarez 
between 
federal 


troops and insurrectos was exhibited 
iere yesterday. 


"Exhibited" is the proper -word, for 


no one was hurt, on either side and 
the •'exhibition" was viewed b7 a 
thousand or more El Pasoans, who 
lined the bank of the Rio Grande on 
the American side, about three miles 
west of this city. 


The exchange of missiles occupied 


about 15 minutes, during -which 
about 200 shots were fired. Accord- 
ing to Pascual Orozco, leader of the 
insurrectos, his men fired only 50 of 
these. He said the federals got away 
so fast that they -were out of range 
before more could be fired at them. 


Last night the federals were behinl 


the walls of the cathedral of Guade- 
loupe, the barracks and the bull ring 
at Juarez, across the river from here. 
Orozco remains in possession of the 
position which he occupied at noon 
and held against the federal advance. 
He said in an interview that he in- 
tends to attack Juarez, but will await 
the arrival of General Blanco •witb, 
:iGO men. He stated that tie expects 
the latter at any moment. 


Orozco's present force ia the Ticin- 


ity of Juarez numbers under 600 
men—probably 550. Of these, 320 
were with him in the skirmish yes- 
terday afternoon. The federal force 
by actual count numbers 184 — 100 
foot soldiers and S4 mounted infan- 
trymen. 
They took with them 
no 
artillery and Orozco has none. 


The insarrecto leader and his men 


spent last night at a ranch known "as 
Racho Flores. usually inhabited by a 
few horses and a herd of goats. Th'e 
owner thereof 
innocently admitted 


[that '"Orozco got his goats." This bit 
jof American slang proved true, for 
when the insurgent leader's camp 
v.-as discovered later, his men were 
drowsy with the eating of too much 
near-goat. 


Orozco quit the ranch and by mov- 


ing through the deep arroyos which 
scar the desert everywhere, reached 
a new position on the hills along the 
river across from the smelter. Here 
the correspondents who had been on 
his trail since daybreak discovered 
him. 


The rebel leader and six of hi3 


lieutenants met the visitors half way 
up the boulder strewn mountain side. 
He carried a rifle, like hts men. He 
looked careworn but determined. Ha 
answered questions only after delib- 
eration and often evasively. He was 
obviously of no mind to tell his plans. 
He borrowed some ink for his foun- 
tain pen and also a writing tablet. He 
expressed a wish to visit El Paso acd. 
get a square meal. 


His 320 men were scattered along 


the hills for three-quarters of a mile. 
Some of them had the horses ou the 
other side of the 
range, watering 


them at. the river. Some one leaving 
El Paso in an automobile coincident 
with tr.e departure of 
the federals 


from Juarez gave them the warning. 
Making a trumpet with his hands the 
El Pasoan shouted: 


'•(let busy—ihe troops are com- 
ing!"
